PITTSBURGH, Nov. 17.—(/P)—A 
father and mother, eagerly await-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(/P)— 


Repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment has been definitely discard- 
ed by President Hoover's law en- 
forcement commission as a solu- 
tion of 
the 
present prohibition 


problem. 


The commissioners 
today had 


reached certain tentative conclus- 
ions—all of them subject to change 
—as to what they believe should 
be done to improve the situation 
surrounding the dry law. 
Such 


an eventuality as repeal, however, 
was not included among them. 


An authoritative denial has been 


entered, also, to the oft-repeated 
rumors that the commission as a 
whole will recommend four 
per 


cent beer, or that it will urge a 
national referendum to determine 
sentiment upon 
the prohibition 


law. 


Whether a final agreement will 


be reached upon some plan to 
strengthen the present system, or 
whether some form of modifica- 
tion will be urged, however, re- 
mained a question which only thr. 
,eleven members of the commis- 
sion could answer, and the secret 
was guarded with the same care 
that was surrounded all their 17 
months of prohibition deliberation. 
No "Pussyfooting" In Report

The three women in the car 


with the couple were Miss Carlos 
Fuller of Donovan, who was driv- 
ing, Miss Doll Roper of Lufkin, 
and a Mrs. Carless. 


According to statements to offi- 


cers, the four young wome'n had 
been driving and stopped at a 
soda fountain. There 
they met 


Prince, who insisted that he would 
accompan^-them to Donovan. 


"Edwina didn't want him to but 


he insisted ancl got in the back 
seat with her," officers said Miss 
Fuller 
told 
them. 
A few mile out Prince reached 


over the front seat and stopped 
the car, officers were told. 


"He was sitting on one side 


in the back seat and another girl 
was on the other side," Miss Ful- 
ler was quoted as aying. "Then 
he drew a pistol and fired three 
shots in her breast. She tried to 
climb out of the car door but he 
pulled her back. 


"He gathered her into his arms 


and kissed her. Then fired two 
more shots into her ide. He kicked 
the car door open and ran toward 
the woods, yelling, 'I am going to 
kill myself, too.'" 


Mrs. Prince was brought to Luf- 


kin but was dead.

Why is a drivers' license 


law necessary? Well, why 
is a license to practice medi- 
cine necessary, or a license 
to practice law? Answer the 
second 
question and you 


have the answer to the 
first. 


Experience with the driv- 


er's license law in s o m e 
twelve states proves con- 
clusively that it is essential 
to the protection of our citi- 
zens. It is first of all a safe- 
ty measure designed to pre- 
vent accidental mishaps to 
the general public and to 
the driver himself. 


There is no reason in the 


world why anyone who is 
mentally or physically unfit 
to 
drive 
an 
automobile 


should be • permitted to do 
so. Yet in thirty-one states 
of the union there are no li- 
cense 
requirements 
what- 


ever. The operator may be 
and often is mentally unfit 
or physically incapacitated 
He may be one who makes 
a common practice of driv- 
ing his car while in ar in- 
toxicated condition. Or . he 
may be one of a very com- 
mon type of "accident re- 
peaters," yet there is no le- 
gal restraint whatever upon 
his rights to drive. That is 
there is no restraint that can 
be placed upon him until af- 
ter a serious accident proves 
his incapacity, and even then 
only 'after long court delays 
Little wonder that the mo 
tor vehicle accident death 
rate continues to run much 
higher than the rate of fa 
talities in any other field o: 
accident mishaps.

standard law

vides that the license may 
be suspended in 
certai: 


cases of violation and that i 
must be revoked in certain 
other cases. 
For instance 


when one is convicted o 
driving in an intoxicated 
condition; or when one i 
convicted of reckless driv 
ing three times during a 
year; or when one involvec 
in an accident is convictec 
of failing .o stop and 
t 


properly 
identify 
himself 


the obligation to revoke th 
license is mandatory. 


On the other hand, the de- 


partment may suspend the 
license if it hr.s good reason 
to believe that anyone of 
the above mentioned offen- 
ses has 
been 
committed. 


There are other causes of 
revocation and suspension 
but these few illustrations 
show that the model law has 
teeth that make it effective 
in getting a lot of incompe- 
tents out of the driver's seat 
and keeping them out.

ping and packing of their 
parcels for Christmas mail, 
so that the public will save 
money and the Department's 
job of delivering these par- 
cels will be made easier. 


The outstanding princi- 


ples of good packing and 
wrapping are: 


Paper 
wrapping 
alone 


should be used only for such 
commodities as readily lend 
themselves to that form of 
packing. 


Fragile 
articles 
of 
all 


kinds need the protection of 
a box or other outside con- 
tainer, in addition to paper- 
used for cushioning. 


When several loose ar- 


ticles' are to be wrapped in 
a 
single package, t h e ;• 


should first be tied together 
to prevent any "play" or 
shifting. 


Paper wrapped packages 


are subject to the following 
rules: 
1. Strong, 
tough 
paper 


should be used—the kind 
one can not punch a hole 
through with the fingers. 


2. Pliable paper should 


be used—the Hnd that does 
not crack when folded. 


3. New paper is better 


than old. 


4. When used paper is 


employed, it must be free 
from holes, cracks and tears. 


5. The heavier the pack- 


age and the greater the dis- 
tance it must 'travel, the 
thicker the paper should be 
or the greater the number of 
sheets to be used, and al- 
ways strong, tough, pliable 
sheets. 


6. Use two sheets, unless 


you are sure one is strong 
enough. 


The twine used in tying 


should also be strong and 
should be drawn tight to al- 
low for stretching.

The attitude of the general pub- 


lie toward the psychic derelict—

only the modern conscious mind is 
capable 
of reading 
the 
charts. 


Now instinct is blind to anything 
but its own purpose. 
So without 


the aid of the conscious mind in- 
stinct is just about as good as a 
blind man in finding its way to- 
ward social adaptation. 


For example, when the wrong 


pilbt is at the wheel the personal- 
ity backs away from getting into 
the crowds; or quite the reverse, 
is afraid to stay alone even in 
the day time. 
It backs off from 


eating in public lest the 
hand 


should rattle the teacup, or the 
stomach should decide to reverse 
proceedings.

this blind pilot is likely to wreck 
the ship by dashing it on the 
rocks of genuine disease. 
Sur- 


prisingly the answer is "No;" for 
never is the vlotln of "nerves" 
known really to lose eyesight 
or 


mind, or to develop 
a leaking 


heart valve or a case of shingles. 


The 
read 
subconscious, 
which 


retains control of the vital func- 
tions, has 
a. wisdom and 
will 


that safeguard for us our alloted 
span of years—very often a longer 
span for the nervous person than 
for his immediate family! 


What caused the mutiny? The 


whole trouble is that the captain 
of the ship, the conscious mind, is 
not in complete accord with 
his 


crew, those various instincts and 
desires that are powerful and will- 
ing, but must be given direction. 
Once the total personality 
really 


knows in what way it has been 
playing unfairly with normal but 
unadapted desires, it is a very 
simple matter to re-invest the con- 
trol in the conscious mind.
